On that Day as then ufed in the Church. For 
Cor, 16, 1, 2. gives Order to the Corinthians to 
maxe their Cullections on the firft Day of the 
Week, as he had likewife ordered the Churches of 
G.. atia. Now it was the Cuftom of the Jews, as 
T‘feprus and Pbilo obf{erve, to make Collections e- 
very Sabbath.D:y. And therefore the Apoftle by 
ordering thefe Collections on the firft Day of the 
Weck, did in effect approve of the Peoples Pub- 
lick ffembling together for the Worfhip of God 
Or thet Day. Befides we find this Day Religioul- 
ly oblerved by the Apoftles from the very Time 
of Corift’s Refurrection, by their Meeting together 
for Holy pur pofes, and to perform Religious Du- 
Wes, Indeed their firdt Obfervation of at feems co 


have been performed Providentially, and rather by 
the Defign of God than any Intention of their ce a, 
fince it was the Fear of the Jews that was ‘ne 
Caule of their coming together, Fo'% 20, 19 
The Second Oblervation of it was Voiuntary for 
after Eigit Days the Difciples were within, and Tho» 
mas with them, John 20. 26. Again, when ihe Day 
of Pentecoft wa: tully come, which was alfo the arft 
Day of the Week, they were all with one Accord in 
one Place at which Time the Holy Ghoft Defcend- 
ed Vifibly upon them. The fame Practice of 
Meciing together we find continued a long time 
after, For upon ile fiuft Day of the Week, when 
the Disciples came together tv break Bread, Paul 
Preached unto them, Ads 20. 7. And from this 
Conftant Practice of the Apoftles in thus Honor- 
ing the Day of cur Saviour’s Refurrection and of 
his farther Sanctitying it by fending down to them 
the Holy Ghoft, the firft Day of the Week came 
to have the Name of the Lords-Day, for fo it is 
called by St. Fobn, who fays of himfelf in the Re-
